Hongkong’s Plight 

‘The latest bombings of Canton as well as 
the landing of the Japanese at Amoy, prelimin- 
ary, it is believed to a general assault on the 
City of Rams,"has brought about such panic 
that a general’ exodus is under way, Natural 
the security promised by the British flag has 
again proved most attractive with the result 
that - Hongkong is again the Mecca of the 
panic-stricken, The "colony 
overcrowded with refugees and it is estimated 
that the 750.000 already there will have swollen 
to a: million if the authorities do not quickly 
close the borders and prevent the entrance of 
more, Accommodation in the Colony has al- 
ready been overcrowded for some months, lead- 
ing to rent increases concerning which there is 
now so mucky agitation. The demands.on space 
will become all the greater, and it seems that 
the Government there will have to depart 
from its reluctance to reestablish rent restric- 
tion again, if the operation of the law of 
supply and demand is not to work undue hard- 
‘ship upon tenants already in occupation. The 

raver dangers, however, will undoubtedly arise 
{from epidemics which are likely to break out. 

specially during the hot weather. The colonial 
authorities are taking all the necessary steps 
to reduce that danger to a minimum by means 
of inoculations, ete., but the overcrowding must 
of necessity place upon thelr shoulders a very 
heavy burden. Not only thst the food ques- 
tion, in the event of the Japanese 
actually marching on Canton would become 
acute, for Hongkong is not self-supporting in 
‘the matter of food, and is never likely to be. 
In fact there is every possibility of the colony 
encountering all the difficulties with whieh 
‘Shanghai was faced at the outbreak of hostili- 
les. “Tt seems a brutal suggestion to make, but 
it is to be hoped that the authorities “will 
‘speedily close the frontiers ond prevent the 
further influx of refugees. ‘That means leaving 
a lot of Chinese to whatever fate has in store 
for them, but the colony is wholly incapable of 
handling all who would desire to flee to the 
protection of the British flag, and a line will 
have to be drawn somewhere. 

















A Modified Victory 


‘Making due allowance for Chinese _en- 
thusiasms and the claims made by the Japanese, 
concerning the developments in the neighbour- 
hood of Hsuchowfu, it seems to be quite plain 
that the alleged surrounding of large Chinese 
forces did not in fact eventuate. ‘The Chinese 
claim that the forces east of the Tsinpu Rail- 
way. which the Japanese sald were surrounded, | 
‘and whose annihilation or surrender were only 
question of time, have succeeded in effecting.

The Undeclared War 


It remains to be seen whether the decision of 
the High Court in London, regarding the ca 
cellation of a charter, containing a clause per- 
mitting such a step’ °if war breaks out in- 











volving Japan will be allowed to stand. 
‘The Bontham Steamship Co. chartered 
the sé. Nailsea Meadow to the Kawasa- 


ki Kisen Kabushiki Kaisha, and in September 
of last-year, after the outbreak of Sino-Japanese 
hostilities, cancelled the charter under the pro- 
vision noted above. The plaintiffs sought’ dam- 
‘ages for breach of contract, and the matter was 
submitted to arbitration. The arbitrator decided 
that a “full dress” war was in progress at the 
time of the cancellation. That decision was. 
appealed to the High Court which hag sustained 
the arbitrator's Minding. It is dimeult to sce 
what other course the Court could have follow- 
ed. It is true that no state of war has been de- 
clared. but the drafting of the charter party 
indicates that it was the intention of the plaint- 
ffs not to allow their vessel to run whatever 
angers might arise from hostilities involving. 
Jopan. Mr. Justice Goddard in giving his de- 
cision held that the word “war” in the charter 
party was used in the sense in which an ordin- 
‘ry commercial man might use i, without golng 
inio the niceties of international law ; a m 

commonsense decision which wil be approcieted 
by all business men. Sir Stafford Cripps on 
behalf of the Japanese company quoted the 
opinion of the Foreign Office in September that 
“H. M. Government is at present not prepared 
to say that, in their view, a state of war exists,” 
and, from ‘that, argued that sueh a question as 
that involved In the case under review, concern- 
Ing an important question of policy,’ was for 
‘the Government and not for the judges to de- 
cide. There will be very little public agree- 
‘ment with such a contention, for it implies that 
the lawful rights of British subjects could be 
subordinated to the temporary policies of the 
Government. For the rest of the defence the 
contention appears to be that if the state of 
relation between the two countries has not been 
formally declared to be one of war, they must 
ipso facto be at peace, and that as Euclid would

“Curiouser and Curiouser” 


‘The withdrawal of the German advisers to the 
Chinese Government on the instructions of the 
German Government will prove a snd blow to 
Chinese fortunes of War. At the commence- 
ment of hostilities there was a tendency on the 
part of the Chinese leaders to listen to German 
advice and then pursue their own courses, as 
it is reported they did around Shanghai, Since 
the fall of Nanking it is apparent that _ the 
Chinese have been more receptive of German 
Advice as witness the strong fight put up in the 
Hsuchowfu area and the manner in which the 
Chinese forces succeeded in extricating them- 
selves from a desperate position. It has been 
suggested that, because of that, Japanese pres- 
sure was brought to bear in Berlin to have these 
men withdrawn, There js no confirmation of 
‘that suggestion, and for the moment it may be 
regarded ag merely a figment of imagination, 
‘The question of thelr successors must necessarily 
‘arouse much speculation. On the face of it the 
‘only nation to which China can turn for this 
type of ald is Soviet Russia, and it is more than 
probable that the latter would be only too 
glad to extend that technical help which the 
German advisers gave with such good effect. If 
indeed that proves to be the case both Germany 
‘and Japan will have taken a step which must 
Inevitably prove unfortunate from thelr own 
point of view. The complaint has often been 
made that China was tending towards Moscow. 
‘That has often been countered by the allegation 
that China is being foreed towards Bolshevism, 
‘and the removal of the German advisers and 
the substitution of Russian military advisers in 
their place, will put Russian counsels within the 
innermost ‘circles of the Chinese Government. 
If that is not assisting China towards Bolshevism, 
‘even more than these current hostilities, this 
journal would like to know what it is. 











Amateur Golf Championship

Subsidy Wanted 

It was suggested by the meeting:

export trade, so that it might be 
enabled to continue. 

Leading merchants drew the atten- 
tion of the meeting to the fact that 
prices received Kor Szechuen pro- 
ducts had recently dropped owing’ 
to the spreading trade depression in. 
the United States and Europe. 

‘The merchants added that they

Mr. Wang no Longer “Difficult” 

He is sald to have his own ideas as 
to how things should be done and is 
not to be backward in expressing his 
views. He appears to be fully aware 
that the Japanese had diticulty in 
persuading men of suficient tonnage 
to come out as members of a Gover 
ment, a dificulty which still remains 
Anda anything in the nature of a 
Cabinet split or the resignation of 
Ministers would have an obviously 
bed effect for the Japanese the situa 
tion ‘thus created is one of which 
the Chinese, with centuries » of 
tortuous polities behind them, know 
how to take full advantage, tactfully 
and diplomatically.

‘Thus it is not surprising that Tokyo 
should wish to see the man running 
thelr government in Peiping.

Government (which incidentally the 
official Government jnterpreter here 
will, in interviews, refer to as the 
“Renovated Government”), and then’ 
passed on to Tokyo to converse with 
practically all members of the Konoye 
Cabinet.

A BREATHING SPACE 


May 25. 

Europe is breathing rather more easily be- 
‘cause of the relaxation of the tension which 
prevailed last week concerning the Czecho- 
slovakian crisis. But the danger has not yet. 
been dissipated, and the next two Sundays, 
‘on which further polling in connection with 
the Czechoslovakian election is to take place, 
may still provide that sparc to set the whole 
vf Europe afire. Nevertheless the situation 
has much improved, and if the parties in- 
volved in the dispute can be prevailed upon’ 
to exercise the same caution as they have 
‘been during the past few days a satisfactory 
conclusion may yet. be reached. Now that. 
Herr Henlein and Dr. Milan Hodza, the Czech 
Prime Minister, have met in a conversation 
‘which is unofficially reported to have been 
satisfactory, it is probable that further meet~ 
ings will be held and eventually a settlement. 
arrived at. ‘That is to be devoutly hoped, for 
80 long as’ just settlement is lacking, just so 
Jong will Czechoslovakia remain a menace to 
European peace. It is not.the only threat 
for until Germany either achieves or abandons 
further development of the policy of anschtuss 
the risks of war will remain. It is just as 
well that these things should be squarely 
looked at, for to base too high hopes 
‘on present developments for a final settle- 
ment of German claims in Central Europe 
would be to indulge in unwarrantable 
optimism. On the other hand it is as well 
to be thankful for small mercies and to| 
remember that every day gained for peace 
may result in pushing the prospect of war 
further and further into the background: the 
quicker the many outstanding problems are 
solved the sooner will come that general 
appeasement the search for which is one of| 
the main points af Mr. Neville Chamberlain's! 
foreign policy. For that reason this breath 
ing space is to be welcomed, though there 
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will still remain some anxiety lest foolish 
‘behaviour on one side or the other precipitates, 
all the many dangers which are to be feared. 

One of the most gratifying features of the 
whole busines is the all round restraint which 
is being exercised, and the general correctness. 
of the attitudes adopted by the different 
governments. Reading between the lines of 
the various reports which have come to hand 
—and there are so many that no one paper 
could possibly deal with them all—there| 
appears, for instance, on the part of Herr| 
Hitler a readness to discuss matters in a 
friendly way with Great Britain as shown by’ 
‘the sudden visit of his personal representative 
to London. Signor Mussolini appears to be 
standing aloof, but there is nothing in this! 
to justify the belief, which some quarters] 
seem to hold, that the Czechoslovakian crisis 
has done anything to weaken the Rome-Berlin| 
‘axis, Soviet Russia has refrained up to the 
present from making her attitude on the| 
whole matter known. It is probably just as| 
‘well that she refrains from taking part in| 
the discussions. Her commitments towards| 
Czechoslovakia are thoroughly well known, 
and there is always the danger that, if M.| 
Litvinov were to intervene with any pro-| 
nouncement, considerable and unnecessary 
irritation might interfere with the peaceful| 
adjustment of the dispute. The manner in| 
which Great Britain and France have col-| 
Iaborated in this matter, has proved to the! 
‘whole world the solidity of the entente. The 
two great democracies have acted as one, and| 
between them there has been the fullest un- 
derstanding and co-operation. ‘They have 
‘acted firmly, but with moderation, and. the| 
manner in which they have prevailed upon| 
the Czechoslovakian Government to do its] 
utmost to meet the demands of the Sudeten| 
Germans is the best possible proof of their! 
sincerity. Whether Great Britain will 
ultimately be asked to act as peacemaker| 
remains to be seen, but Mr. Chamberlain 
seems to have inspired such all round con-| 
fidence in himself that such an eventuality is 
by no means improbable. Should he be: 








| requested to do so and he succeeded, he would 


have set the seal to a foreign policy, which, 
no matter how far it has diverged from that} 
of his predecessor, has about it the ingredients| 
of success. 

‘There must be much speculation as to the! 
manner in which the minorities question in| 
Czechoslovakia will be settled. Some com- 
promise will have to be effected between the 
extreme demands of Herr Henlein, and the! 
concessions which Dr. Hodza is prepared to 
make. It may eventually prove to be the 
‘case that ultimate settlement may take the form 
of the inauguration of some sort of scheme 
analogous to the system of capitulations, 
which, while granting much of that which the 
Sudeten Germans demand, would still preserve 
to Czechoslovakia that sovereignty of which 
it is so rightly Jealous. There are signs that 
Dr. Hodza wiil seek to settle disputes with all 
the minorities. It will be very wise of him if 
he does, for whether or not those minorities 
are justified in all the complaints which they 
make, there is ample evidence to show that} 
considerable discontent prevails, the causes 
of which should be removed. In view of the] 
fact that Herr Hitler has given a definite as~ 
‘surance that Germany will not march against, 
Czechoslovakia it is desirable that the present] 
partial mobilization of the Czechs should be 
stopped. ‘That would have a most beneficial 
effect not only upon German opinion, but on 
that of the whole world. ‘The Sudeten 
Germans appear quite capable of maintaining 
the peace owing to their discipline, and the 
continued mobilization is:merely an irritating 
gesture which makes no contribution to the 
Proper settlement of the crisis. The only 
Brave danger at the present moment lies in the 
possibility of some frontier incident precipitat- 
Ing matters. ‘Those which have already 
‘occurred appear on the face of the reports to| 
have been sporadic outbursts of irre- 
sponsibility and should thus be regarded.’ 
This journal does not agree with the: 
“Nachtausgabe's” view that they were in 
spired by Czech high command, for if it had. 
done so it would have proved itself entirely 
tunfitted for the functions it is expected to| 
fulfll. For the rest it should again be em- 
phasized that matters have taken a definite| 
turn for the better but not sufficiently to justify 
the belief that there is now no danger. 





PROCESS OF ATTRITION 

d May 26. 
The report published elsewhere in this issue 
to the effect that the Manchoukuo soya bean 
export trade will shortly be taken over and 
put under State control will be read with con- 
siderable interest by those who have been 
‘watching general trends in Manchoukuo ever 
since that country fell under Japanese do- 
mination. It will be remembered that, dur- 
ing the incident of 1931, foreign interests were 
‘assured by the Japanese that they would be 
scrupulously respected. They were con- 
sequently reassured and lulled into a false 
sense of security from which the final 
awakening came with a most unpleasant 
shock, It was soon to be realized that what- 
ever assurances the Japanese might have 

given, they were not binding upon the Mai 
choukuo Government, a Japanese creation 
‘even now completely’ controlled by them, so 
completely that to think of it as any- 








thing but a Japanese organ is to take 
‘a completely false view of the realities 








of the situation, That the Japanese did 
good in Manchoukuo is evidenced by the 
striking currency reform which brought order 
Jout of complete chaos, probably one of the 
most striking currency manipulations ever 
witnessed in this part of the world. But 
concurrently with the improvements which 
were being effected in Manchoukuo ran the 
fat first insidious and afterwards open raids 
‘on foreign interests which dismayed foreign 
observers who bore in mind the assurances 
which had been given them.- The establish- 
ment of an oll monopoly was an outstanding, 
development which led to the elimination of 
those foreign firms who had built up the oi! 
trade in Manchoukuo, and the wiping out 
of extensive American and British interests. 
‘There was for a time some talk of establishing 
a tobacco monopoly similar to that in Japan. 
‘but up to the present that has not materialized, 
though, of course, there is no knowing, when 
it might. ‘The flimsy explanation in answer 
to protests was that this action was not taken 
by the Japanese, but by the government of] 
the independent state of Manchoukuo. 
‘That explanation deceived no one. Nor’ 
it in this instance, when it is announced 
that action with regard to the soya bean ex- 
port trade will be taken by the government. 
It is stated in the report from Dairen that it 
is not yet clear how this proposed govern- 
‘ment control will effect foreign exporters, but, 
it is generally feared that the government 
will argue that the exporters’ methods of 
distribution run counter to the best interests 
of the export trade and will decide on those 
grounds to eliminate them and their profits 
altogether. The reason given for this pro- 
posed State control is that the Manchoukuo 
government believes that by controlling the 
entire distribution of this product it can in 
crease the country's export trade, That be- 
Nef will find little support from those who. 
realize that Manchoukuo can sell mo more 
soya beans or their products than the customer 
nations of the world are prepared to buy, 
and, as some of them are already developing 
culture of the bean in their own lands, the: 
time should not be far distant when’ the 
demands made upon Manchoukuo for the. 
bean, instead of increasing, may be expected 
to decrease. This appears ta be particularly 
so in the case of the United States where the 
culture of the soya bean has made undoubted 
rogress. While it is true that at present 
Manchoukuo supplies 75 per cent, of the 
‘world’s output of beans it may reasonably be 
expected that within a few years that ratio 
will have been considerably reduced. ‘The 
establishment of a monopoly,—for after all 
that is what State control " amounts to,— 
eliminates competition and will adversely 
‘affect the fortunes of the farmers growing 
is crop. He formerly was able to sell in| 
the best market, owing to the competition 
between the various foreign interests con- 
cerned. But with the establishment of the 
monopoly he will receive for his harvest, not 
necessarily the best price available, but only 
what the State chooses to give him. ‘There 
{s consequently the possiLility that the soya 
bean grower will under such a system be 
reduced to a state of agricultural helotry, 
which could never exist in the face of free 
‘and open competition. 


Itmay be argued that the world will 
receive the beans just the same under the 
new system as they did under the old. That, 
however, is not the point. ‘The foreign in- 
terests involved in the matter are those of the 
people who have traded for years in Man- 
choukuo in this product, profitable, it is to be 
believed to themselves.’ It is the elimination’ 
of the possibility of making that profit which 
is the infringement of established foreign in- 
terests of which complaint is naturally made. 
The profits which the oil companies made 
attracted the unfortunate attentions of the 
‘Manchoukuo government with the result that 
their interests were completely wiped out, and 
it Is undoubtedly the profits made by’ the: 
foreign exporters of beans, and those owning 
mills for expressing their oil which has 
attracted the attention of the Manchoukuo| 
Government and their Japanese advisers. It 
fs reported that there is comparatively little 
foreign trade in the product left at_ the 
‘moment, but there is still apparently sufficient 
to encourage the Japanese, through their 
‘agent, the Manchoukuo Government, to g0| 
back ‘upon the assurances which ‘have 0 
frequently and so glibly been given. It has 
already been shown that similar processes are 
already afoot in north China. Reports ap- 
pearing in the Japanese press indicate the 
plans which are being made for the develop- 
ment of that area. If those plans follow, 
with any degree of closeness, the détails 
given in the reports, in a few years there 
will be seen the establishment of a system of 
monopolies which will reduce the major for- 
ign interests to a nullity. ‘There is room for. 
all in China. Figures given in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Board of 
‘Trade show that British trade with China was, 
increasing up to the time of the outbreak of 
hostilities. “So was the trade of other nations, 
including that of Japan; but that apparently 
was not sufficient, and, having ruined the 
China trade by her military incursions, Japan 
is apparently endeavouring to save as much 
as she possibly can for herself by endeavour- 
ing to wipe out foreign competition. That is 
the only possible way of looking at the matter, 
and the conclusion to be drawn is that 
the assurances which have been so freely 














given are hardly worth the effort made in 
‘their utterance. > 
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BRITAIN’S AIR FORCE 
May 27, 
‘Mr. Neville Chamberlain has secured 
another important success in the House of 
‘Commons which has emphatically rejected 
the Opposition’s resolution demanding a 
searching inquiry into British air defences 
and administration. In fact the division can 
bbe taken as a vote of confidence in the 
Government whose hands will be consider- 
ably strengthened thereby. When it was 
‘announced that it had been decided to send 
‘2 mission to the United States and Canada 
for the purpose of ascertaining aireratt 
construction potentialities in those two 
countries, and the possibility of their 
‘supplying certain of Great Britain's needs, 
fan outcry was raised to the effect that 
Britain was badly logging in he bullding-up 
of a suMciently strong alr force for the 
protection of the British Isles. ‘The fact 
that such a commission was. being sent 
certainly lent colour to the complaint so far 
as the average public was concerned, though 
feven then it was stated in certain “London 
newspapers that this was not the whole case, 
‘The British Government had decided upon 
a certain programme, which at the time it 
was drawn up, was’ considered to be the 
minimum needed to secure for Great Britain 
peace and tranquility. It later decided to 
go beyond that programme and provide a 
greater margin of safety, a decision which 
Wwas strongly supported in all quarters, It 
‘was thought that the extra machines, witich 
the enlarged programme required, could be 
obtained from both the United States and 
Canada, and the most attractive side of the 
scheme’ was the fact that by thus placing 
orders in peace-time the productive 
sources with which it was decided to deal 
would be brought within the British sphere 


of influence and provide a wartime 
potential of very considerable value, It 
was true that British resources as they then 


existed would be incapable of immediately 
providing for the acceleration which had 
been arranged, but that was not entirely the 
fault of preparation made in Britain, which 
appears closely to have approximated the 
demands of the original programme. 

‘The position in Great Britain with regard 
to aircraft production was that only five or 
six firms produced the greater proportion of 
the output of aeroplanes. In the manufacture 
‘of engines the field is even more limited as 
four firms produce more than ninety per 
cent, of the aircraft engines. ‘The whole 
industry had had to face the terrific task of 
recruiting and training enough _skilled* 
workers to carry out the expansion 
programme, and the 30,000 employed in this 
work in 1935 has now increased to no fewer 
than 90,000. ‘The training of that additional 
60,000 mechanics, elc., is in itself a large 
order, for the teaching has to be careful and 
the men have to prove themselves properly 
qualified for the highly technical tasks upon 
Which they are engaged. This information 
goes to corroborate the contention of the 
Prime Minister in the House on Wednesday 
that matters are not so serious as the 
Opposition alleged, and that the country 
already had an air force of which any nation 
might well be proud, More particularly 
gratifying was the manner in which Mr. 
Chamberlain defended the late Air Minister, 
Lord Swinton, who had resigned as a result 
of the continual criticism by the Opposition 
which had undoubtedly sought to make him 
the Cabinet's whipping boy. Lord Swinton 
was faced with a task of enormous 
magnitude, when he was asked to expand 
the air foree at short notice, when applied 
science was taking a forward leap and the 
design of planes was changing with kaleidos- 
copic rapidity. Indeed it is apparent that 
the delays, disappointments and checks which 
the Prime Minister admitted have been 
largely due to the frequent changing of 
designs to bring the machines right up to 
date, and the increased expansion which 
brought the whole issue to a head. ‘Thus 
three developments of recent years had 
necessitated substantial alterations in design 
and, in thelr cumulative effect of speed and 
manuvre, even in strategy. They were 
the all-metal monoplane, engines of super- 
efficiency, and the variable pitch air screw. 
It is quite clear that the Government could 
not have gone on building craft which did 
not embrace these new departures, for if it 
had, it would have ultimately found itself 
‘equipped with a fleet of machines imposing 
in numbers but completely out-moded, 

Mr. Chamberlain's argument against the 
proposed mass production appears to be an 
effective one. In the first case such a plan 
deprives the builders of a great deal of that 
flexibility which has been demonstrated in 
the continual adaptation of the programme 
to meet changing requirements, The com- 
parison of the 1,700 parts of an ordinary 
motor-car engine’ with the 11,000 of the 
engine of a modern bomber, and the addi- 
tional 70,000 parts in the rest of the plane is 
suMlcient to indicate the difficulty of adapting 
the capital machinery used in mass 
production to meet the requirements of new 
designs. What the period of inactivity 
occasioned when the Ford Company changed 
the type of their motor-cars is remembered, 
{it is at once apparent that any important 
change in aeroplane design would seriously 
affect the rate 0. output, and would probably 
engender a reluctance to effect the alteration 
just for that very reason. It is; perhaps, 
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just as well that the debate occurred in the| 
House of Commons, for it has helped to 
clear away a large” amount of misunder-| 
standing and at the same time to convey, 
adequate reassurance to Britons all over the! 
world that, whatever room there may be for: 
criticism, the fact still remains that British’ 
air defence forces are in such .a condition 
that there is no need for undue anxiety, and 
that already Great Britain has such an ai 
force that any country could be proud of it. 
‘What is more there is internal evidence in 
the Prime Minister’s speech that the 
machines which have been constructed are 
‘the very last word in design, that the first 
ine is composed of speedy, adequate cratt 
‘well fitted either for the defence to which it 
is hoped Britain will never be put, or for the 
‘offensive which it is devoutly prayed will 
‘never have to be undertaken, That this is 
‘apparent to certain. governments in Europe 
is ‘clear from the respect which recent 
British action has received. 




















JAPAN’S NEW CABINET 
May 28. 

‘The long expected Japanese Cabinet 
changes have at last come about, and follow 
the lines it was generally believed they would, 
As a result the Japanese military and naval 

* services are more firmly in control than they 
have ever been, while the civilian members 
of the Cabinet have been reduced in numbers. | 
Probably the most surprising appointment is 
that of General Kazushige Ugaki to the 
Gaimusho. A remarkably brilliant man be- 
Tonging to the conservative elements in the 
Army, General Ugaki fell into its disfavour 
‘by reason of his responsibility for the redue- 
tion of the number of Army divisions, and 
when, last year, he was invited to form a 
Cabinet, he met with a rebuff at the hands 
‘of the Army heads, and, though he negotiated 
for four days, he was unable to come to any 
sort of agreement which would permit him 
to form a Government. ‘That he should now 
be included in a Cabinet in which the Army 
and Navy have all the key positions, and that 
he should be appointed to the Foreign Office 
must mean that for some reason or other he 
hhas been restored to favour and the con~ 
fidence of those who previously were bitterly 
‘opposed to him, General Araki’s appointment 
hhas about it considerable signifleance, for it 
is unusual to find a military man in'charge 
of a nation’s education, and it can only be 
‘assumed that he has been placed in charge 
‘of that department for the purpose of mould 
Jing Japanese education in favour of energetic 
continuation of the war, and probably what 
is of more importance, to make sure that! 
€ducational developments shall not follow 
{ines of too liberal thought, which has beer! 
found to be the case in other countries. ‘The 
‘whole result may not be the Military Dictator 
Ship which apparently some London papers 
believe it to. be, though it most certainly: 
means that the Army and the Navy will now 
have complete control of governmental 
activities, and may be expected to bend the 
same to their way of thinking, rather than 
attempt to bring about a compromise between 
civilian and service policies. 

‘The inclusion of Mr, Ikeda, formerly the 
guiding genius of the vast Mitsui ent 
amounts to a confession of the need for the! 
reorganization of Japanese economic institu-| 
tions, obviously with view to bringing the 
activities of the latter more completely into 
line with the military and naval requirements 
‘of the nation, and the policy of more 
energetically prosecuting the campaign in 
China, Since the fall of Hsuchowfu the in- 
fiuential Japanese newspapers have been 
clamouring for a speedy advance on Hankow, 
the occupation of which, they appear to be 
convinced, will bring about the collapse of 
the Chinese Government, and, consequently, 
the end of these expensive hostilities. ‘Thera 
are ‘even suggestions that the capture of 
Canton may be included in the future develop 
ment of warfare, and it is apparent that, if 
50 grandiose a scheme is embarked upon, th> 
use of further large Japanese forces would 
tend to show that the new Japanese Cabinet 
ho longer regards Russia as a serious factor 
in Far Eastern polities. That argument has 
to be modified to the extent that the Japanese 
General Staff may believe they have sufficient 
margin of strength to push the war to a 
Swift conclusion without necessarily weaken 
ing thelr. ability to deal .with any Russian 
menace which may arise. That belief may’ 
hot be based so much upon knowledge of the 
fetual strength Russia may be able to put into 
‘the fleld as upon whatever undisclosed pos-| 
sibilities there may even yet be in the im- 
Dlieations of the Anti-Komintern Pact. Be 
{hat as it may, one fact emerges from the 
changes which have now been made, and the| 
Agitation which has been carried on for some| 
‘months for such a development. Domel states 
that "such a reorganization, the press believed, 
‘would enhance Japan's capacity for weather~ 
ing the current crisis without serious after| 
effects,” ‘The hostilities have already cost| 
Japan’ deal of money, Whether they are| 
‘brought to a swift conclusion by the employ~ 
ment of larger forces, or allowed to drag on 
‘with those at present in the field, it is plain} 
That much-more will have to be spent be-| 
fore the Japanese succeed in bringing this 
campaign to the vietorious conclusion which 
the people of Japan expect. 

‘The subordination of a large number of 

_ small industries to the major task of pro- 




















secuting war has already had a definite effect} 
upon the economic life of the nation, and it] 
will be one of the functions of Mr. Ikeda, an 
exponent of orthodox political économy, to, 
formulate such a policy as will result in the} 
Teast damage being done to Japan's vast in- 
dustrial and economic interests. ‘That will 
be no mean task, for the longer hostilities 
continue the more pressing will be the prob-' 
lems confronting him, ‘The appointment of| 
General Ugaki to the Foreign Office may have! 
been. inspired by a desire to. prevent the! 
“Young Officer” clique from interfering in’ 
foreign affairs, and, having in mind the| 
general attitude of that clique, it is probably 
as'wise a step as could be taken in the| 
circumstances. Foreign observers will natur-| 
ally await the initial ‘utterances of the new’ 
‘Minister to see whether the substitution of a 
military man for Mr. Koki Hirota will. lead) 
to any change in the Japanese foreign policy. 
‘Will the new minister proceed along the lines| 
followed by Mr. Hirota, or will he devise 
something entirely new and more in con- 
sonance with what is to be believed is the| 
general attitude of the two services?  For| 
example further assurances from the mouth 
of thé new Foreign Minister regarding the 
respecting of the rights and interests of for- 
‘eign neutrals in China, coming from a military. 
Teader—one able to see that his words are 
implemented by action, which Mr. Hirota was 
‘obviously not—would generally be welcomed, 
though it would still remain to be seen| 
whether the newly reorganized government, 
in Tokyo as now constituted would have any| 
‘more control of their officers in the field than| 
the Cabinet which has just preceded it, With 
such an array of naval and military talent in’ 
office, however, itmay reasonably be expected 
that better control will be secured. If that is| 
indeed the case then a cessation of many of 
the practices about which so much complaint 
has been made may be expected. This at 
Teast is certain: from the new influential 
personnel in the reorganized Cabinet it can 
fat Teast be demanded that promise and per 
formance shall be brought into greater con- 
gruity. 

















A RIGHT DECISION 
May 30. 
Early in the month the news agencies carried| 
the story from New York of the small Chicago| 
baby, Helaine Colan, doomed apparently 
either to blindness or death, and the decision| 
of the parents to leave the matter to the 
tof a jury. Five weeks of age, litte] 





rom 
‘a cancerous growth which had already af- 
flicted both eyes and was steadily drawing 
closer to the brain. ‘The question was posed 
as to whether the child's eyes should be 
removed in an effort to prevent further pro- 
tress of the trouble, or should she be allowed| 
to die by the unfortunate processes of nature, 
‘The agonized parents could not make up their 
‘own minds, and left the decision to twelve| 
persons, doctors, scientists and clergymen. 
‘They agreed upon the desirability of an im- 
mediate operation condemning the child to a| 
life of blindness. While that decision was 
pending public opinion in the United States 
‘was sharply divided. ‘There were those who| 
maintained that it was better that Helaine 
should die rather than live in perpetual 
Garkness, There were, on the other hand 
those who argued that ‘if the life could be 
saved it should be, and that it was the duty 
of everyone concerned that this young soul 
should be allowed to progress towards what-| 
fever spiritual development destiny had in 
store for her. ‘The latter opinion gained the! 
day. Whether it is the correct decision only 
time will show, but now that the mails have| 
Drought fuller details of the story it is pos- 
sible to show that, humanly speaking, it was| 
the right thing to do, There are many reasons 
for thinking s0, not the least important of! 
which is that should this baby grow to 
maturity she will never have realized what] 
sight meant, and consequently have no real 
criterion by which to estimate the grievous 
ness of her misfortune. Blindness under such| 
‘a condition is not nearly so catastrophic a 
that which comes after a period of the enjoy- 
‘ment of sight which can be remembered, for 
then the loss is rendered all the more tragic 
by reason of the effect of memory. A loss 
which is not realized is not so serious as one 
whieh is. 

But the decision of the jury seems’ to be| 
based upon firmer grounds than mere specula-| 
tions such as the foregoing. From the latest| 
mails it is clear that there was ample 
testimony available as to. what similar 
sufferers felt on the cubfect, people of mature! 
‘age who lived under the same aftition.| 
‘Their judgment wat that the child should 
live, Notably amon those who pleaded for 
surgery was the farms blind and deaf Helen 
Keller, whose achievements in, speech and] 
literature have made her one of the world’s 
imast famous women of today, ‘To the grief-| 
siricken parents she sent this message :— ° 

The child has every right to a fghtica| 
chance. I understand that X-ray treatment 
proved successful. "An operation is 
mandatory if it brings Helaine health, Blind- 
hness ig not the greatest evil—only a physical 
hhandieap which Helaine's mind can overcorce.| 
Mrs. Everett Oddie, the pianist, “whose 
husbarid is also blind, wrote that the litte 























‘child would find a lof to live. for when she 
‘grew up, while Mrs. Rose Scorzo, whose eyes| 
were removed at the age of eighteen months’ 


for exactly the same reason declared “Operate. 
Life offers so many things that make up for} 
the loss of sight. I am glad I am alive.” If} 
that were not sufficient, even Milton can be 
quoted to show that a man stricken blind at| 
the age of forty-four" out of the bravery of] 
his spirit could view his affiction with a 
philosophy and courage which made him the| 
man he was :— 
‘These eyes, tho’ clear 

‘To outward view of blemish or of spot 

Bereft of their light, their seeing have forgot 

Nor to their idle orbs doth sight appear 

‘Of sun, or moon, or star, throughout the year 

‘Or man or woman. Yet. argue not 

‘Against Heaven's hand or will, nor bate a jot 

(Of heart or hope; but stilt bear up and steer 

Right onward. 

He knew what he had lost, An active man 
in the prime of his life had been reduced to} 
comparative inactivity, but his loss was not] 
sufficient to daunt the greatness of his soul. 
Helen Keller, Milton, Mrs, Scorzo, agree that. 
blindness is ‘not the greatest affliction, that] 
fe can still be ‘bearable even in lasting] 
darkness and those who would have allowed 
nature to take fts errant course are con 
founded. 

This is no discussion of the merits or| 
demerits of euthanasia, for that merely 
deals with the question of” terminating. 
unavailing suffering in which there is no 
possibility of cure. "In the case of this baby 
there is the possibility that she may live 
‘no more subject to suffering than an ordinary] 
human being, and what is more live a life of] 
‘usefulness to herself and the world in general. 
“Blindness is not the greatest evil” writes the| 
woman who knaws. Neither is death, but] 
there is an inutility about death which is not] 
to be found in life no matter how it may be! 
clrcumseribed by an affliction such as that to 
which the small Helaine has been condemned. 
Even if all that is to be done for the child 
fails to save her life, there will always be the 
consolation available for her parents that 
everything has been done for her that could. 

‘They will be freed from the reproach’ 
that nothing had been done, for that could’ 
only arise if the argument of those who urged. 
that it was better that the child should die 
than live in blindness had been adopted. ‘That. 
‘would have been an example of spiritual 
blindness of which there is far too much in 
the world, Nature has so many compensa- 
tions, ‘Those, who have witnessed the work| 
of the Institute for the Chinese Blind in 
‘Shanghai, will have noticed the happiness of 
those children for whom Mr. Geo. B. Fryer| 
worked so assiduously. ‘There was brightness] 
in their faces, and a gaiety in their demeanour| 
‘which served to prove the correctness ‘of Miss| 
Keller's statement, for once their activities 
had been directed along lines congenial to 
them, and they proved to themselves their| 
usefulness in the world, the sense of help- 
lessness disappeared, and self-reliance took: 
its place. ‘That jury of doctors, scientists and. 
clergymen made the right decision. There 
could not, in reality, have been any other, 
for who knows? Helaine may yet prove to| 
be another Helen Keller and if she does only| 
then will it be possible to understand how 
great a disservice might have been done to 
the world if science had not interfered with 
Nature and obstructed her disorderly 
tendency. 











THE MILITARY SCENE 
May 31. 

‘The events of the past week have amply| 
proved that the early Japanese claims of huge 
successes around Hsuchowfu were more 
‘enthusiastic than reliable, and that parallels 
drawn with the battle of Tannenberg have to 
be considerably discounted, That, however, 
concerns details; the fact remains that in 
reducing the heavily fortified position around 
the important railway junction the Japanese 
did secure a victory of major importance. 
‘That to a great extent will be offset in Chinese 
‘eyes by the realization that Hsuchowfu had to 
fall sooner or later, and that the great delay 
effected in the Japanese programme was in 
itself a moral success, which is not too lightly 
to be disregarded. It is becoming increasing- 
ly clear that not only were the Chinese not 
surrounded, but that also, they were not 
routed, and the proof that the Chinese com- 
mand was able to maintain complete contro! 
of their men is to be found in the success 
which they have had against the forces under 
the command of General Doihara. It may 
very well prove to be the case that they will 
not be able to bring about the annihilation 
of his division, though reports have it that it 
is fighting with its back to the Yellow River| 
‘and in a somewhat desperate situation. It is, 
however, to be expected that, with superior 
equipment, and reinforcements, the defeat 
‘which the’ Chinese command hopes to inflict 
will be averted. Whether that is so or not, 
the fact remains that not only were the 
Chinese not routed. around Hsuchowfu, but 
they were in a position to strike back, some- 
thing which a demoralised army would be 
completely incapable of doing. That will 
probably be the answer to the demand of 
various Japanese civilian bodies for a rapid 
‘advance on Hankow, for it is apparent that 
if the Chinese armies are in the position to 
launch a. counter-offensive as they have done 
against General Doihara, they must also be 
in a good position to. continue on the de- 
fensive which after all has been the main 














feature of their strategy. Despite the very 
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elever moves of the Japanese command to 


bring the Chinese forces to a positional battle, 
and it certainly looked at one time as if it 
‘would succeed, the Chinese extricated them~ 
selves from their diMeult position and are 
still able to carry on despite very considerable 
losses in men. and material. . 

With the fall of Kuelteh, forces have been. 
released for the reinforcement of General 
Doihara, and given ordinary luck these may 
bbe able’ to rescue that commander from the 
predicament in which he finds himself. ‘There 
are still interesting. features about the fighting 
in that part of China, not the least important 
jof which concerns ‘the severe struggle in 
orth Kiangsu where the Japanese are seek- 
ing to deal with the important bodies of 
Chinese troops left behind after the with- 
drawal of Hsuchowfu for the purpose at 
carrying on guerilla warfare behind the 
Japanese lines. Experience in other parts of 
China, and even in the comparatively close 
vicinity’ of Shanghai, shows that while the 
Japanese have made advances deep into 
China they have not been able to clean up 
as they go, and that a great deal of their 
present troubles arise from these active and 
elusive bands which it is 60 dificult to bring 
to battle, The result is that a very consider~ 
able amount of work will have to, be done 
in suppressing these forces, before the march. 
on Hankow ean be resumed, while it may al 
bbe reasonably expected that there will be an 
interregnum of comparative inactivity, wile 
‘the Japanese make thelr preparations for their 
next push, For these reasons an immediate 
yesumption of the march on Hankow is not 
likely to develop. Reports trom that elty in 
dicate some uneasiness concerning Japanese 
plans in south China, It is believed that the 
Tanding at Amoy is for the purpose of com= 
mencing large scale operations in Fukien to 
‘establish a base for operations against Canton, 
for so long as that port remains in Chinese 
hands, and access is available to the sea, the 
principle channel for the entrance of supplies 
Into China will remain open and the Gover~ 
ment will be able to obtain those supplies 60 
necessary to the troops in the resistance they 
are offering to the invaders, Should Canton 
{all then supplies could only reach the interior 
by long overland routes making transporta- 
tion slow and expensive, 

Realising this, it is reported, the Generalis~ 
simo has devised plans for the protection of 
Canton, and is said to have arranged for the 
construction, of defence works, which are 
alleged to be well-nigh impregnable, along the 
Kwangtung-Fukien border. ‘These will be 
manned by Kwangtung troops, and, with 

































fence of Shanghai in 1932, may be expected 
to give a very good account of themselves in 
defending thelr native province. It is ap- 
parent from the reports that a good propor~ 
tion of the men available will be hurriedly 
trained militiamen, ete., and the weakness of 
the situation appears to le in the fact that 
should the Japanese make a quick descent 
into Fukien they would have to encounter 
‘only comparatively raw levies, so many of 
the seasoned troops having already been used 
in the warfare in the Yangtze Valley and 
North China, That ordinarily would place the 
Chinese forces at a complete disadvantage 
vis-a-vis of the invaders, but to offset lack of 
experience, there is that flaming patriotism 
which has’ proved so fine a standby for the 
Chinese armies in the recent past, and may 
be expected to continue to do so, It may 
prove in the south as it has proved in 
mid-China and the north’ that ultimate 
military success will again fall to the Japs 
ese, They are better fitted for this type 
of warfare than their opponents, but it the 
Chinese can. succeed in staving off final 
defeat, if they can prolong hostilities in the 
manner they have done up to the present it may 
still be a very long and expensive one while 
before the Japanese will become such masters 
of the situation it will giye them both the 
material and the moral vietory. ‘That may 
still be a very long way away and the longer 
it takes Japan. to impose her will upon the 
Chinese Government the greater will be the 
success ‘achieved by the Chinese in thelr: 
original plan of offering such a resistance 
‘which, while it may ultimately prove militarily 
unavailing, will" have made the. Japanese 
victory 90’ costly to that nation’s war chest, 
that its results will be very much in the 
nature of Dead Sea fruit,

Police Blood Volunteers 


‘An important recommendation of the Health 
Committee which has been endorsed by the 
Shanghai Municipal Couneil provides for the 
establishment of a blood transfusion service 
for the Municipal police. The cost will be 
{$2,000 for the first year and a few hundred 
dollars a year thereafter, and for this negligible 
Agure. an important medical facility will be 
placed at the dispsal of the police. This is 
the coldly financial side of the proposal, but it 
ig a credit to the Municipal police and the 
splendid spirit actuating the force in une 
parelleled circumstances as far as the perform- 
ance of thelr duty:is concerned that 137 foreign 
members of the force have volunteered for this 
humanitarian service of giving thelr lifeblood 
to thelr comrades on occasions of calamity al- 
though only 30 men are necessary for the 
Job, Here is a record of which the police force 
‘and the community, whose interests and welfare 
they protect, may ‘legitimately be proud.

Added to this is the assurance 
that the Japanese military authorities are taking 
the most appropriate steps to secure redress for 
(Mr. Wilkinson, while Mr. Hidaka also states that 
a set of new precautionary measures are now 
being taken to prevent the recurrence of such 
cases, He also asks that the attention of British 
subjects should be drawn to the danger and 
complications which may arise from entering 
the area occupied by the Japanese forees ex- 
cept by way of the passages open to tram and 
of failure to pay attention to the warnings of 
Sentries, Mr. "Wilkinson has expressed himself 
fas satisfied with the contents of the Japanese 
Consul-General’s letter and has intimated that 
hhe does not wish to raise the question of com- 
pensation. The settlement which has been ar- 
Fived at is eminently satisfactory and one upon 
which all parties concerned are to be warmly 
congratulated. In fairness to the military au- 
thorities it was emphasized, in the course of the 
publication of the frst reports on the subject, 
that the officers with whom Mr. Wilkinson was 
brought into contact after the original assault 
expressed the utmost concern and regéet that 
such an occurrence had happened, and the fact 
that the whole matter has been disposed of so 
quickly is the best possible proof of the Japan- 
‘ese goodwill in the matter.

‘The scheme has been 
‘Approved by the Muscums Committee of the 
‘League of Nations. and three International Con- 
ferences have been dedicated to the promulea- 
tlon of the pact. It was signed in 1935 by the 
representatives of the twenty-one nations of 
North and South Ameriea. No one will criticize 
so eminently sound a plan for the protection of 
the cultural institutions .of the world in times 
‘of war. Whether done rightly or wrongly the 
damage which has been done to such institutions 
in China during the last ten months is sufficiently.

Canton, May 28.

Conference Breaks Down 


Manchoukuo and Japan, after 
many sharp border skirmishes with 
Mongolia agreed to an international 
conference to be held at the railway 
town of Manchoull where the passen- 
gers from the ‘Trans-Siberian Railway 
change for the North Manchurian 
Lines. This conference broke down 
with ‘nothing accomplished after six 
‘months of sessions. It was reconvened 
Tate in 1930. ‘Then followed long 
adjouraments and many postpone 
ments. ‘The public has lost track 
‘of this conference which seemed to 
have become a species of sem{-per~ 
manent commission. Presumably it 
Is now enjoying a recess. 

In the first conference agreement 
as to the agenda had been dificult, 
the Mongolian instructions were 
Himited and they refused to discuss 
other subjects.

‘uestion was: In view of the world 

in China, "bar 
the universal 
piling. up. of armaments—in view of 
01 these’ things what- practical thing 
ean 1'do as a Christian?” ‘This is a 
‘question that Is being asked by many 
earnest people’ and during the past 
few days q have been wondering 
Whether Methodism has any answer 
Yo such a query. "T think it has and 
Tiwish to suggest two thoughts which 
hhave, ‘come to me through reading 
about “John Wesley or in’ perusing 
hhis Journal, My first thought Is this: 


“passion for Holiness” 


‘Tho Church must recover a passion 
for holiness, Absolute goodness or 
holiness, and its methodical pursuit, 
was a. great, preoccupation of early 
Methodism, ‘The spread of this mes- 
‘sage seemed {o John Wesley the chiet 
reason why God had raised up 
‘Methodists, Unlimited goodness. is 
what the world needs today, ‘That 
there is a yearning in the heart of 
man for the heights has been made 
clear to us again by the Group Move 
ment. Groupers challenged us 
all with thelr demand for the four 
absolutes, 


‘ow can a passion for holiness pos- 
sibly affect the International situa- 
tion? In this way: One of the 
reasons why the Church is unable to 
‘speak with authority 1s because there 
ig not suMelent difference between 
those who are inside and those who 
are outside the Chureh, ‘The world 
hag caught up with us and we fol- 
lowers of Jesus Christ are not out- 
standingly good, Today f would 
humbly. call tipon you: to regain 
Wesley's passion for holiness, By 
doing so we would be attacking War 
‘and Militarism and Hatred at their 
very source, 

‘Absolute goodness is 
standard but since it Is a New 
‘Testament standard Is not “impossibly 
high". By adopting it our struggle 
against the world would not be won 
‘dramatically. We would be entering 
fon a long, a slow, but yet a sure way. 
‘We would make ourselves folt every- 
where and reaching to one another 
‘across international boundaries we 
would lay a:foundation upon which 
peace will ultimately be built, “Be 
‘ye perfect, even as your Father which 
Ig in heaven Is perfect”, (atatt, 5:48) 
‘This I feel is one of the things Wesley 
would stress were he with us today, 
Our standard of goodness must be 
above the “fifly-ffty” level; it must 
be absolute, 

Tn the words of the hymn whfch 
we have been singing: 

© for a heart to praise my God, 

heart trom sin'wet drew. 

‘That is what the world needs—hearts 
from sin set free, 


“zeal for Friendliness” 
‘My second suggestion would be 
this: The Church should develop a 
renewed zeal for friendliness. We've 
grown cold; we've lost our glow: we 
have become half-hearted; a spirit of 
futility, like a dead hand, rests upon 
us, We need to recapture the early 
‘Methodists’ passion. for fellowship. 
Here again I have Wesley's support 
‘Methodism stands for. Christi 
brotherhood, It honours the ministry, 
it cherishes the sacraments; but in its 
view the proof in Chureh-membership 
ies essentially not in the observance 
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lof sacraments, not in obedience 10 
priests, not In’'subseription to creeds, 
but in the fuldlling on the part of 
Christ's followers of His law of love 
lby their seeking to bear one anottier's 
‘burdens, 

Have we not here a golden key to 
the present situation? ‘The bearing 
lof one another's burdens; the ful 
filling of Christ's law of love. More 
ftove ‘and less hatred, more friendli- 
Iness and less enmity, ‘more fellowship 
Jand Jess alootness, this is the elamant 
Ineed of society. Charles Wesley's 
hymns glow with this thought and we 
need {o recapture the flame, 

‘The early Church, kindled by Go's 
jtove, moved forward like a flowing | 
tide, Tn the 18th and early 19th 
Jcentury it was generally understood | 
in England that a Methodist chapel 
jwas a place where one went to get 
Jone’s soul saved, | Everybody knew 
the clear purposiveness of the people 
Jwho worshipped there, Could our 
hearts be set on dire by the love of 
JGod the Church would become a 
place with a clearly-defined object, a 
lcentre where broken spirits would ‘be 
healed, where men of high ideals 
Jwould' draw their inspiration and 
Iwhere statesmen would find guidance 
In the solution of the world's prob- 
jiems, ‘That surely would be a fitting 
memorial to John Wesley.

‘Aiter that vital experience of true 
ving faith in Christ, the saviour of 
mankind, he kept his eyes xed upon 
tim and his soul waiting on Him 
continually. He was living a life of 
fabsolute surrender and a changed 





life. He possessed a sense of a new 
man, a new creature, with life 
radiant, 


‘With’ regard to conversion, there 
are two types, namely, the type of a 
sudden change and the other is of the 
gradual development, John Wesley's 
‘conversion was of the latter type, He 
was never a terrible sinner, He wat 
aught to act as a Christian since his 
‘boyhood. It was through the con- 
version as a power which he wond 

fully experienced, that he was tra 
formed into a man of courage, 








‘of 
sincerity, of pationce and of tolerance 
fond finally was made an evangelist of 


Jeonfidence and hope. He had a pa 
sion for “openness”, He was always 
frank and never kept a secret, He 
was also ready to admit errors made, 
if convinced, and take blames for 
them accordingly. 


Greatest in His Time 

He was perhaps the greatest Eng- 
Hishman of his age, He was a timely 
gift from God to England as well as 
to. the world. He swept England 
with revival movement. He found 
fed a church which Is today one of 
the largest protestant communion in 
the world, His influence on the 
spiritual life as well as on the social 
iife of his day was profound and far- 
reaching. One thing we must keop 
in mind is that he was never carried 
away by emotions, He had the mind 
ofa scientist rather than of a 
theologian, He loved truth but he 
hated “exaggerations, ‘By tempera- 
ment, he was a sceptic in the good 
sense of the word, His method was 
Jalways experimental and practical, 
‘As a result of his quest, he had 9 
reasonable faith and a warm heart 
whieh we so much need today, 

In the realm of the love of God, 
John Wesley made new discoveries 
fand consequently “the love of God 
‘freely offered to all mankind”, had 
‘become iis favorite theme ‘upon 
which he preached more than four 
thousand times, Tt was that love of 
JGod ‘made him’ constantly realize the 
lever presence of God. 

Tt was interesting to note the three 
main doctrines that were fundamental 
to John Wesley, namely, first: God's 
junconditional love to ‘all, mankind, 
Because of that far-reaching love, 
jeverybody therefore, had hope. 
|Seeondly: ‘The assurance of the Holy 
[Spirit because of which man and God 
Jare reconciled, ‘Thirdly: Christian 
perfection, With that unlimited faith, 
he started Methodism, Methodism be- 
Tonged to him but he did not belong 
fonly to Methodism, he belonged to 
[God, He was not and could not be 
limited by a mere denomination, he 
was called to the ministry of the

Marines, Sailors, Mechanized Units March Past 
In Review; Many Foreign Guests Present 


‘Shanghai, May 28. 


ESPITE the drizzling rain, a large body of foreign and Japanese 
army, navy, diplomatic and other officials stood under leaky 


marquees erected along: Kwangchun Road, 


Kiangwan, for the 


greater part of yesterday morning, while hundreds of Japanese 
-marines and blue-jackets, armed with all the equipment of war, 
marched past in review order before Vice-Admiral Koshiro Oikawa, 


ommander-in-Chief of the Japanese China Sea Fleet: 


occasion was the celebration of 


‘The 
Japan's Navy Day, marking’ the 


38rd anniversary of the battle of Tsushima, when the Japanese 
Navy defeated the Russian Fleet, 


‘XKwangehun Road was chosen as 
the ground for the parade because It 
Was on and around this road that one 
of the most violent battles in the local 
hostilities. took place, from the early 
morning of August i4 to August 16, 
when the small Japanese force held 
Out against’ what’ appeared to be 
overwhelming odds until the arrival 
of reinforcements. A huge map, 
rected yestorday before the review: 
‘ing stand, showed the various posi 
tions of the Chinese and Japanese 
forces during those fest few days. 

A. very large section of the local 
Japanese population was expected to 
fattend the parade yesterday, but the 
heavy rain during the morning Kept 
‘many away, and only a comparative 
handful turned out. 

Heading the Japanese guests of 
Vico-Admiral Oikawa and ‘his oflcers 








at the review was General Shunroks 
Hata, ‘Commander-in-cChiet of the 
Japanese Expeditionary oreo in 


Central China, Other Japanese ofl 
clal guests were Mr, Masayuki Tani, 
Japanese ‘Minister-atLarge; Mr. 5. 
Hidaka, Japanese Consul-General; and 
Major-General KK. Harada, Chief. of 
the Special Service Section of the 
Japanese Expeditionary Foree. 


Foreign Guests 

‘The foreign guests were tepresenta- 
tive of the military and naval forces 
of Great Britain, France, the United 
States, Italy and the other powers 
represented here, as well as of the 
SMP. and of the Shanghai Volunteer 
Corps." Also. present «were a few 
Chinese oMciats, presumably trom the 
“Ta Tao Clty Government.” 

Al approaches to the parade 
ground wore heavily guarded by 
aval sontries with fixed bayonels 
and by Japanese consular policemen, 
while “special passes were necessary 
to get closer than one hundred yards 
‘or 30 to the review stand itself 
Sentries wore also on guard on both 
sides of the road %o the parade 
round once it left the Settlement 
roads. 

In accordance with the usual proce- 
dure, ‘sontries lined the road itself, 
facing inwards and towards the guests 
who “were assembled. to watch the: 
parade; only the official guest stand 
and tho press stand was exempt from 
this mililary’ guard, 

‘The parade proper started shortly 
after 10 o'clock, when a large open 
car, in which sat Rear-Admiral Yosh- 
Inobu: Shishide, Commander of the 
Japanese “Special Naval Landing. 
Party, drove past. He was preceded 
by a marine brass bond, whieh after! 
marching past swung into position 
opposite the saluting’ base and. con- 
tinued 0, play appropriate martial 
musie duting the whole of the match 
past. 











March Past 

Preceded by thelr company flags, 
which were affixed, bayonet-fashion, 
to the top of a rifle, the various 
marine companies marched pact in 
that special step which the Japanese 
have derived from the German govse- 
step: Despite the rain, which by now 
was falling steadily,” they marched 
past in column of fours with a smart- 
hess ‘equal to most armies under 
‘equal conditions.

Bularity of elock-work, blowing sec- 
tions of the ship high into the air and 
increasing the danger to the firemen, 

‘The fire was no sooner under con- 
trol than the Japanese authorities de- 
ckied to move the Wooling Maru over 
to the Pootung side of the river and 
beach her there.

Burning Ship Sinks 


Further explosions continued to} 
tear up pieces of the deck and super- 
structure and fling them high into the 
dir, These explosions, as might be 
assumed, were of tremendous foree 
and soon weakened the structure of 
the ship which, following a final ex- 
plosion at about 11.30 a.m, began to 
tink rapidly by the stern.

Chinese refuyoes arriving from 
‘Sungklang and Minghong confirmed

Not only artillery was used by the 
Japanese, but bombing expeditions

Machinery and cotton have beon| 
removed by Japanese interests, under 
Japanese military protection, from 
the British-owned "and registered 
Sung Sing No. 7 Cotton Mill, 468 
‘Yangtszepoo Road, it was learned by 
the “North-China’ Daily News" yes- 
terday. 

‘The mill is owned by the Hongkorg| 
& Shanghai Banking Corporation, 
land whereas the cotton stock is not 
believed to be British owned, the 
machinery is definitely held to  be| 
British “property. “Some of this 
machinery has now been “removed” 
by the Japanese, and it is understood 
that it has been transferred to the 
‘Japanese-owned Kung Dah No, 2 Mill, 
‘lose by. The Sung Sing No. 7 be- 
came British, through a mortgago| 
transaction, long before the 1937| 
hostilities. 

According to authoritative sources 
of information, the | British-owned 
machinery was removed from. the| 
British mill premises on Tuesday, 
Wednesday and ‘Thursday of last! 
‘week. Tt consisted mainly of valu- 
able electrie motors. As far as could 
bbe learned, this property was yester- 
day still within the walls of the 
Japanese Kung Dah No. 2 Mill. It 
Fepresents a part of the mill equip- 
ment.

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IN THE RUSSIAN COLONY

Shanghal, May 20. 

At about the time that in Paris 
the famous actress Mme. Cecile Sorel, 
on learning of the death of Feodor 
Chaliapin,. came out in front of the 
curtain and, saying, “We have lost 
the greatest artist of our epoch,” sank 
to her knees in front of an atidience 
that rose and observed a minute of 
silence, in England news of the death 
of ‘the Russian genius was being 
received no less touchingly.. “Challe 
apin was nota star—he was the sun.” 
“Chaliapin didnot serve music; he 
made music serve him, his in| 
dividuality, his genius.” "Chaliapin Is 
probably an only phenomenon in the 
whole history of music.” ‘These three 
separate gleanings from three dif 
ferent obituaries reveal the general 
tone of the English press. One 
sentence in “The Times” won the 
special attention of Russians; and it 
is interesting to note that it appeared 
not in the main obituary but, the fol- 
lowing day, in an artiele on an ex- 
hibition to the memory of the famous 
English actor Keene. "Both great 
actors,” writes the author of “The 
‘Times article, “rose to the heights of 
fame. But with the difference. that 
the igh altitude made Keene dizzy, 
while Chaliapin remained steady and 

‘And truly, throughout his long life 
Challapin travelled incessantly, spend- 
ing a good half-century journeying 
from one place to another. He might 
have died in Sydney, in Japan, In 
South America oF in Harbin where he 
was long in bed with a serious cold. 











‘own bed surrounded by his wife and 


children; died like 9 patriarch. All 
Paris followed his ‘comn, and the 
‘world of diplomacy and. aristocracy 
was well represented at his funeral, 
‘There was a personal representative 
Of the President of the Republic, and 
the Minister of Education. There 
‘were representatives of the Embassies 
of Czechoslovakia, Japan and Jugo- 
slavia, ‘There were three Russian 
Grand Dukes, English lords, reps 
sentatives of the whole artistical world 
of Europe, the highest society of 
Poris—and, of course, the whole 
Russian emigration in that celty. 
Punetually at midday the funeral 
procession reached the square opposite 
the Palace de 'Opera, Hundreds of 
people thronging the main staircase, 
@ sea of faces on Rue Gallevie. ‘The 
cortege enters the square. ‘The huge 
crowd is in deep silence. Then, out 
Of the stitiness, rise the first notes of 
“Bternal Memory.” ‘Three times does 
‘the choir of the Opera sing this mov- 
ing hymn of the Orthodox ‘Church 
Everyone is shaken, report the French 
newspapers. “The scene is truly 
majestic. AM around, as far as the 
eye can reach, is a sea’of bared heads. 


Genius of Chaliapin 


‘Therfore to say that foreigners did 
not understand “or could not value 
Challapin would not be in aceordanee 
with facts. A Russian” genius, he 
belonged to the whole world. "And 
still, with all thelr sensitive appreeia- 
tion of the art exereised by this great 
figure of Russia, the finest subtteties 
Of his qenius were understond only by 
Russians, “To a foreigner, Challapin's 
‘ereativeness always contained some 
thing not quite comprehensible. How 
could an car other. than. Russian 
capture, for instance, the soft glow of 
religious meckness in, the intonation 
of that line from “Boris Godunov’ 
“Oh, Saint; Oh you my. Heavenly. 
Father, look down upon the tears of 
humble slaves..."—when each breath 
of its rhythm, ‘the colouring of its 
every sound is’ part and pareet of not 
only that immortal, for Russians, text 
from Poushkin, but of the very alt 
breathed in Kremlin's courts since the 
beginning of the 17th century! Is i 
conceivable that a foreigner hearing 
Susanin's famous” pianissimo in "A 
Life for the Tsar" could not fully un- 
derstand the heavy melancholy of this 
inarticulate” Russian peasant as he 
cries, “Play me a wedding-song. 
‘An educated “Frenchman. may, per= 
haps, understand the character of 
Galiisky in “Prince Igor,” due to a 
certhin analogy between’ that figure 
and the rakish Frangois Villon: but 
what depths of princely, powerful, in- 
imitably Russian dissipation, what 
shades of devilemay-care nihilism are 
there contained in this newly-baptized 















































pagan—all of whieh Chaliapin 
revealed in his every movement, 
every yesture, every half-grimace and 
every “jeer, and most of which 
hopelessly ‘eseaped from) a non 
Russian eye! 

Rend in Chaliapin's. own auto- 
biography “Man and Mask" his 





description of Varlaam—a_ portrait 
worthy of a Rembrandt—and it will 
be evident that no man without a 
knowledse of the Volga, of Russian 
‘monasteries, of Russian bazaars and 
Russian pubs can grasp the character 
of Varlaam as fully” as Chaliapin 
depicts i. When that dissolute monk. 
sprawls in drunken stupor over a 
haltempty ‘bottle, “Russians are 
already familiar with his wretched, 
miserable life. Europe and America 
Jearned from Chaliapin only three- 
Quarters of all this; the happiness of 








Knowing the highest quarter, the 
zenith which lifted his genius above 
the very clouds, was granted only to 
hhis Russian contemporaries. ‘The same 
is probably true of Shakespeare: only. 
Englishmen know, feel and understand 
him to the full. 


‘Old Russia 


‘And is it only in the realm of art 
that one is unable to understand an 
alien nation completely? Let us take 
las an example books on Russia— 
ast and present—written by non- 
Russians, however talented these 
observers of Russian life may be. 
‘These books may be replete with 
quotations from Leo Tolstoy and 
Dostoievsky, and may contain graphs 
‘and figures on the production of east- 
fron or steel. ‘The figures may be 
right, the quotations correct, but 
thousands ‘of counter-figures and 
counter quotations would instantly 
destroy the picture's . convenient 
Jsymmetry and represent ‘Old Russia, 
for instance, as she really was: a 
world—a whole universe—i itself, 
with the most capricious net of lines, 
energies, inclinations, currents and 
traditions—a living whole and not a 
3) tenilzed project. 

Th was a hundred years ago that 
that wonderful poet-philosopher Tut 
chef, little known’ in the. West, 
uutlered a phrase which lives in the 
memory of every Russian, “Russia 
cannot be understood by the mind 
nor measured by a common foot 
rule, Russia is on a different. plane: 
Jone ‘can do nothing but believe in 
her. 


Shanghai Conditions 


How did the recent events in 
‘Shanghai react on Russian youth? 
Quite a number of industrial and 
commercial enterprises employing. 
hundreds of Russian young men and 
women were forced to close down, 
‘nd other firms either decreased their 
staffs or cut in half the salaries of 
those remaining. ‘These develop- 
‘ments, however, did not result ina 
very ‘acute state of affairs among 
Russian youth, as quite a good re- 
‘muneration was to be had for load- 
ing and transporting goods from over 
the north side of Soochow Creek. 
Recently the China General Omnibus 
Company, where scores of Russian 
young men work os Inspectors, re- 
pealed its temporary measure where: 
by employees worked only half-time 
‘and received a correspondingly lesser 
salary, and reinstituted the regular 
system, of full-time work, full-pay. 
‘The highest salaries are at present| 
earned by those working in. the 
Customs, the River Police, the Muni- 
cipalities of the Settlement and Con- 
cession, the Power Company, the 
Telephone Company, and other large 
Institutions, Incidentally, the results 
of the last ‘Telephone Company ex- 
‘aminations, which are of quite a high 
standard, ‘have revealed that the 
three highest places have been, 
eceupied by Russians. Quite good 
waxes are made by hairdressers. in 
beauty parlours. Musicians working, 
in cabarets make, on an’ average, 
between $120 and $160 a month 
Sport fs also of considerable aid, as 
many Russian boxers live only on, 
their Ass,

A Harsh Law: 
Tenants and Hostilities 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nontu-Cuma Day News” 

Sift is to be hoped that alll 
British subjects will take warning| 
}ftom the recent case in which a 
tenant was held liable for the rent of| 
Ja house in the Hungiao area which 
he could not occupy, and this in spite| 
lof a clear and unrestricted clause in| 
his tease by which the landlord 
jeovenanted that his tenant  should| 
peaceably hold and enjoy” the pre- 





‘The harshness of the law and of| 
the rulings which have been handed| 
down in England in. the past, so| 
‘qualify this clause that, to all infents| 
jand ‘purposes, it, means. only al 
‘guarantee of freedom from disturb-| 
‘ance by the landlord himself, can| 
readily be traced to the days’ when 
the landowners were the legislators, 
Jand although it was based to some 
‘extent on the reasoning that the law 
liself will protect the tenant from| 
‘the wrongful acts of others—a prin- 
ciple which can be understood ‘in. a 
lawful country—this reasoning has 
little foundation in considering. the 
rights and privileges afforded to a 
British subject in alien territory. 

So far as disturbance by hostilities 
is concerned the position is perhaps 
jcomparable with ‘England, but the 
local tenant has also to protect ‘him- 
self against the numerous possibilities, | 
which can never occur in England, of 
interference or disturbance by. the 
disagreement of authorities as to 
‘taxation or title, as to the supply of| 
public utilities, policing and other| 
‘amenities and as to many other factors| 
jwhich govern that “peaceable enjoy- 
‘ment” which is taken as a matter of| 
course in England and as a. matter 
‘of some speculation on the “Outside 
Roads". 

‘The demising of premises in Eng-| 
Jand has a far deeper meaning than 
can be expected in the ordinary 
“letting” of @ house here and while 
the forms of lease In common use in 
‘Shanghai are drawn from what is, 
no doubt, a satisfactory and well: 
‘understood phraseology at home, with 
its implications of modern civilized 
conditions, it is clear that the tenant 
here needs far wider protection from 
the effects of the unstable conditions 
which have been and will be en«| 
countered in this territory. 

It may be argued that it is hard 
fn the landlord that he should suffer, 
Dut this is not really so. Tt was his 
original gamble in investing his 
money at a high return on doubtful 
security. “He is, as a rule, only too 
willing ‘to enter into a long lease 
since it means that he has a reputable 
tenant from whom he will have no 
dificulty in collecting rents. He is, 
normally, assured of no loss of rent 
In changing tenants and expense 
Fe-decoration, ‘The advantages are 
almost entirely on his side, the only 
advantage to the tenant being that 
he has a known llability for the 
period, as against the possibility that 
his rent will be raised, a contingency 
which can hardly be very large 
Anancially over a period of, say, three 
Jyears and which for the same reason 
is not a great disadvantage to the 
landlord, If there is to be included| 
in the advantages to the landlord the 
complete indemnification of himself 
‘against the political "disturbances 
which he weighed before he built 
his property, the agreement is absurd 
ly overloaded on his side and_no| 
tenant in future will sign a lease 
which does not establish ‘beyond 
doubt that the rent is payable only 
for occupation, subject, of course, to 
Protection for the landlord against 
wilful abandonment, 

Tt seems doubtful whether the 
average landlord outside the Settle- 
‘ment is really in a position to sign 
the form of lease usual in Shanghai 
since he is unlikely to have a title 
to the property which justifies him 
in entering into the covenants in- 
cluded therein, The leasing of land 
for development or industrial use 
‘may require careful study but the 
easing of a house for temporary 
residence here should be a. simple 
matter and it is desirable that a clear 
{form of agreement should be drafted 
for the use of this class of tenancy 
making the undertakings on each side 
incontestable. 

It is true that the majority of the 
landiords have, with good judgment, 
waived their peculiar rights which 
could only be enforced on thelr better 
tenants; but it would be more satis- 
factory’ if the law-abiding subject 
[knew exactly what his undertakings 
were instead of having to hope that 
his landlords would not enforce these 
rights at the same time escaping the 
enforcement of their own undertak- 


ings.

Oddities of Exchange: 
Resident's Venture in Yen 


To the Editor of the 

“Nonmu-Cinxa Dary News" 
Sm—It seems to me your news- 
paper would be doing a public service 
‘by publishing this letter as a warning | 
to all travellers not to bring Man- 
choukuo yuan nor Chosen yen back 
to Shanghai after a trip north. 

For instance, in Dairen I exchanged 
US. $100 into those currencies at 
$358,, when the Shanghai dollar was 
at $432, 1 was assured that the Man- 
choukuo yuan was “worth the same 
as the yen 

“Arrived back at Shanghal, Tattempt- 
ed to buy a ticket to Japan, offering 
first Manchoukuo dollars, and then’ 
Chesen yen. The Japanese steamship 
company insisted upon “Japanese 

‘though if Chosen is not part of 
the Empire, then what is? 
‘At the Yokohama Specie Bank they 
offered me $96 in Shanghai money 
for $100 in Manchoukuo currency. It 
was the best I could do. so I took it. 
‘Then, T added $4 to the pile, and sald 
T-wahted to buy Japanese yen. ‘They 
‘would not sell me Japanese yen, 
except in the form of a draft on 
Japan—and for $100 Shanghal money 
they would give me only yen $78.25. 

"What had become of the parity of 
the Manchoukuo yuan and fie 
‘Sapanese yen, I ask you? 

‘SUIT having Bank of Chosen yen. I 
went to the Bank of Chosen here, and 
asked to exchange them for Japanese 
yen. The reply was a grinning and 
Gerisive refusal. Nor would they 
give me Shanghal dollars for their 
own issue of curreney—but they sald 
they would give me a draft on Japan. 
Tt seems to me that an appropriate 
signature to this letter would be—

Pension of his liability to pay rent 
by reason of eviction. Evie~ 
tlon was one type of breach of coven- 
fant for quiet enjoyment. Unless tthe 
breach amounted to an eviction, how- 
ever, there was no suspension of tlie 
Wablilty to pay rent, and the remedy 
‘then was to bring an action for dam- 
‘ages for breach of covenant. 

‘He was satisfed that Mr. Piper 
had acted reasonably in everything 
he had done. as his quiet enjoyment 
of the premises without doubt had 
been interrupted.

Defendant's coun- 
sel had submitted that the ruling In 
Nash v, Palmer, that an absolute 
covenant for quiet enjoyment does 
not extend to the unlawful acts of 
third persons having no title, should 
not be followed in this case’ for the 
reason that the defendant cannot 
obtain redress aginst the persons who 
have interrupted his quiet enjoyment.

THE ULAG SYSTEM 
By Tiernan 


, ‘There is now some talk along the frontier 
‘of abolishing the ‘Tibetan system known 
“wlag.” During 1935 and 1936 when the 
Communists came through Sikang from 
‘Yunnan they showed their appreciation of 
yak beef by practically’ eating all the cattle 
in the Tibetan territory through which they 
passed, Thousands of hungry Communists 
must have eaten thousands of well-fed yak. 
The Communists, like a band of destructive 
locusts, swept over Sikang, devouring not 
only yak, but sheep, goats, horses and dogs, 
consequently some ‘of these animals have 
‘become somewhat rare along the border. 
Being such a hungry gang of men they left 
very little live stock from which the Tibetans 
again could begin breeding. Specially is this 
so in Chatrin, Litang and Kanze where the 
Communists lived for some months, 

The Tibetans, to save the destruction of 
their lamaseries and property, supplied the 
Communists with all the necessary yak beef, 
and as there was a shortage of other foodstufls 
the hungry men made up on beef. Yak beef, 
when well cooked and dried out, can. taste 
something - like bread, and Chinese and 
‘Tibetan travellers throughout Tibet will 
frequently take a huge chunk as part of their 
luggage. 

Fortunately the Land of the Lamas is a 
cold, dry country, so there is little pos- 
sibility of the meat going bad. Quite a 
common sight round the camp-fire at the 
end of the day's journey is to see a fellow 
with a huge chunk of meat, cutting off big 
slices and passing them round among his 
followers. A dish ‘of red pepper pickle was 
placed nearby and into this the yak beet was 
Gipped making quite a delicious bite. The 
‘Tibetans in their menu may lack many other 
dainties and varieties but dried yak beef and 
mutton help them to consume large quantities 
‘of dzamba and butter-tea, 

‘The Communists, doing in Rome as the 
Romans do, followed this Tibetan custom 
and boiled enormous quantities of yale beet 
which carried them through the next tong 
stage of their journey, sustaining them as they 
covered 50 miles per day, But the poor yal, 
while not aiding or abetting the Communists 
in their depredations, was nevertheless forced 
to render some service, dead or alive. Un- 
fortunately some very ‘ine horses were also 
eaten up. greatly reducing thelr number 
throughout Sikang. ‘The Central Government 
very graciously compensated the Tibetans for 
the depredations of the Communists but the 
cattle were lost and so a new start had to 
be made, 

















‘To maintain the ulag system was now im- 
possible, ‘The Tibetans did what they could 
but it was clear to all there were no animals 
to take the place of those which had been 
eaten, Something had to be done, so the 
‘suggestion is now being put forward by the 
Border Administration that the ulag service 
should be abolished and in its place the 
Government establish something that will not 
be a burden to the poor Tibetans. ‘The 
present suggestion is as follows: that the 
Border Administration should purchase 1,000 
yak and, if possible, 1,000 horses from parts 
of Tibet that did not suffer from the 
marauders. The Communists ate up the 
cattle of Sikang leaving the country west of 
the Yangtze practically intact, ‘The idea is 
to secure yak from the great wild yak country 
north of Jyekundo, and horses from the wild 
horse country on’ wide northern plains of 
‘Tibet. ‘The scheme is only impossible from 
one unfortunate point. 

oe 8 

For some considerable time the silver con- 
tent of the Tibetan frontier has passed the 
precarious point, till at present there is 
practically no silver along the border. This 
has in no way, however, deterred the mint 
from turning out thousands of rupees every 
month whose silver content is, if any thing, 
Jess than the silver content of the frontier. 
‘The rupees now on the market have a copper 
basis with a covering of white metal and a 
distinctive ring all their own. ‘The Tibetans, 
fortunately or unfortunately, have a bad 
habit of cutting the Chinese ‘rupees in two 
halves: and thereby hangs a tale. 

‘The Indian rupees are not crossing Tibet 
now as this has been forbidden, Some 30 
years ago the Tibetans bought Indian rupees. 
melted them into silver bricks which they 
carried to’ the Chinese frontier for the 
Purchase of Chinese tea. Within recent years 
this traffic in rupees has practically ceased till 
today there are no silver rupees on the 
Chinese border. Consequently, with no silver| 
on the frontier, the mint has perforce, to turn 
out rupees of an inferior quality and of very 
ttle value, 











‘The Tibetans in the interior have learned| 
of this so may be unwilling to sell their yak or| 
horses for unmarketable rupees. The Chinese | 
rupees, however, are negotiable throughout 
Sikang and are ‘worth 45 cents Mexican in 
‘Tachienlu. If the Tibetans in the interior will 
accept them and sell their eattle the rupees 
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will purchase tea and other produce here on| 
the front 

‘The problem is simple, yet involved, and 
in no way demands expert financial brains—| 
so much copper, so much white metal, so] 
many rupees, so many yak, so many bundles| 
of good Chinese tea. The introduction of a| 
Paper rupee in no way relieves the situation’ 
as the Tibetans might find it difficult to cut 
‘a paper rupee into two equal halves; moreover} 
the wind might blow them away, involving 
both a loss and a credit. Nothing but the| 
return of solid silver to the frontier will 
relleve the finaneial situation. 





If the Tibetans in the interior will accept! 
the present rupees the scheme for buying yak’ 
‘and horses will probably go through. The| 
Border Administration will buy the animals, 
invite the Tibetans to look after them and| 
hire them out to traders, merchants and off- 
clals, A hire system will automatically take 
the place of the ulag service, thus relieving! 
the Tibetans from what is becoming a burden| 
they are unable to bear. One hundred! 
animals will be kept on the hills round the| 
city while the remainder will feed wn the| 
grasslands beyond the Jedo Pass. 


Understood by the Tibetans the ulag system 
is as follows: it is a compulsory post-service, 
the gratuitous forwarding of letters, luguage| 
and persons, the supply of the requisite 
‘porters and beasts of burden, and was origin 
ally a service rendered to lords and pro-' 
prietors, government offers and priests. In| 
more recent time this service has been 
remunerative and legally regulated in parts| 
of Tibet visited by travellers. “When we| 
arrived on the frontier nearly 30 years ago| 
the ulag service came directly under the| 
‘Tibetan King of Jala who issued a permit 
permitting and providing ulag all the way to 
Batang. 

“The charge was half a rupee per day per 
animal. To further explain the idea behind 
this Tibetan word ulag one might refer to 
its use in the New Testament—“and they’ 
‘ulag’ one Simon a Cyrenian, who passed b; 
coming out of the country, to bear his cross. 
It is somewhat similar to the Chinese word 
“lafu” in meaning, though this service is, 
sometimes not remUnerative. 

Commonly understood throughout Sikang| 
the traveller applies to the Chinese magistrate} 
for ten animals, When these arrive he 
advances the first day's hire, namely, five 
rupees, The traveller may be going from 
Tachienlu to Hokow. "With the animals| 
travel two or three Tibetans. There is what} 
is known as long ulag and short ulag. In the 
short ulag the traveller may change his) 
animals three or four time in one day. Some- 
times there is a considerable wait at each 
place. 

The pack animals are unloaded and the 
saddles removed from the riding animals. 
Philosophically one sits down to enjoy a bit 
of lunch or a cup of tea, A Tibetan maiden 
arrives with horse No. 1, an old fibetan 
lady arrives with horse No. 2 a lama arrives 
with horse No, 3. Tn the meantime one holds 
firmly onto the ten animals that brought one 
along the last ten miles, It is fatal to let them 
0 before the fresh wlag arrives and one 
makes it a condition of their return that they 
help to find the ulag for the next few miles. 

‘This, however, is exceptional and. the 
traveller may only change his animals once 
each day. By the time one has tipped the 
tulag at every change the price per animal 
per day has risen to one rupee. If one spends 
a few days at some nomadic encampment or 
‘Tibetan ‘village the headman provides lag! 
in the shape of two or three Tibetan girls! 
or women who carry wood and water and) 
Took after the fire. ‘They are also responsible 
for one’s personal safety. 


While in the hands of the ulag one's 
belongings are perfectly safe as the ulag can 
be traced during the whole duration of the 
journey. If the traveller is in no hurry this 
system is quite convenient and enables one 
to come much in contact with the Tibetans 
and learn their habits and customs. More- 
over in times of peace the people in no way 











find this ulag a burden but quite the reverse.| i 


It brings them a rupee per animal per day 
and if one family supplies the ten animals this| 
means a large income. 

‘The long ulag is not so dificult as the 
animals are with one without change for five 
days. This is only the custom, however, 
when long ulag is returning to some distant 
point. Ree 


‘This ulag system which the local Chinese 
authorities wish to abolish is surrounded by. 
many difficulties. ‘Throughout Sikang there| 
are ‘Tibetans who recognize the Central’ 
authority and those who don’t; there are’ 
‘Tibetans who récognize no authority but the! 
Spiritual Head of Lamaland, the Dalai Lama, 
and there are Tibetans who recognize no| 
authority under heaven. In such places and 
under such conditions the system immediately 
‘ceases to function and the innocent traveller| 
may find himself high and dry somewhere on! 
‘the Roof of the World. 

‘Along the main highways the ulag seems 
to work only where there are sufficient 
animals and nomads to care for them; but 
since the invasion of the Reds it has broken 
down completely in many parts. 

In reorganizing the whole system of! 








transport along the frontier, the Border| 
Administration is no doubt acting wisely. 
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Anything might happen at anytime on the 
border and with the ulag in its present con- 
dition nothing could be done. With the 
Border Administration in possession of 1,000. 
yak and 1,000 horses the authorities would 
encounter very little difficulty in a time of 
trouble or rebellion. 

In the good old days the Tibetans found 
little trouble in raising 3,000 ulag and when 
‘Wen Dzong-yao, the Chinese Ambassador to| 
Lhasa, was returning to Peiping he had. 
thousands of animals at his demand. We met. 
him on the highway between Tachienlu and. 
Batang. For some days before we passed 
hundreds of ulag day by day transporting the 
‘Ambassador's person and retinue across the 
high Tibetan plateau. The 3,000 ulag were! 
quite unnecessary but in those days the 
Tibetans enjoyed the reflected glory of 
escorting a Chinese Ambassador from Lhasa 
to the Chinese border. 

Wen Dzong-yao, who had lived at the 
Court of St. James's, was wearing a Chinese 
coolie. straw hat and riding a Tibetan pony. 
His sedan chair was empty but something like. 
50 ulag struggled to carry it. It was Asiatic 
reverence for a big man but he possessed. 
ots of rupees and the Chinese Ambassador} 
was very liberal with them and the Tibetans 
appreciated his generosity. 





‘With the passing of the ulag system there| 
passes from Sikang an old custom, enjoyed 
both by the traveller and the nomad, West, 
of the Yangtze and in the interior of Tibet 
the system is still in vogue and used very 
largely by incarnations and big lamas. The 
‘Tibetans are now finding that the ulag in 
Jieu of taxes will not run the Ship of State, 
so they too are using other means to raise| 
the wind. In the country of the yak, however, 
this system may never become a burden,

May 21—My thoughts had quite a little ou! 
jing this morning—all the way from  Shanghi 
to Mexico, with a call in’ South Carolina— 

id this is how it happened, ‘There is a very 
delightful wild flower which I have found 
fn several occasions in previous years, and 
Which T was determined not. to” miss _th 
year if 1 could help it: it is supposed to 
flower in late June and July but lke many 
other wild things, it refuses to keep to the 
rules....and so T found several. specimens this 
morning. ‘This is what it looks like: the leaves 
are dark green and heart-shaped; there are 
four pure white petals (note the word) and, 
standing up from the centre of these Is a little 
yellow “candle” which really bears the tiny 
flowers. Taking my specimens home I quickly 
identified them in Mr. Porlerfield’s book (p. 
46) as (stand back there, you boys!) Houttuynla 
cordate Thunb. but that Was not the end of it 
Mr, Porterfield quite correctly informs me thai 
the four white “petals” are not petals at all, 
Dut “bracts”: so T had fo look up a dictionary to 
find that a bract is a “modified leat or seale on 
‘a. flower-stalk"....and that the best-known 
fower which depends for its decorative effects| 
fon the bracts is the Poinsettia; for note that 
those beautiful scarlet “petals” are, in fact 
modified leaves or scales growing on ‘a flower 
stalk! Wondering just how and why this plant 
should have been given the unusual name of 
Poinsettia, I quickly found that it was dis- 
covered in Mexico by Mr. Joel R. Poinsett of 
South Carolina and named after him. And so 
my little outing ended. But T cannot get over 
that dreadful name “Houttuynia,” and T must. 
refuse to use it: so Iam going’ to call this 
lovely flower “White-bract” which exactly de- 
seribes it...and adds its own little lesson in 
botany. TS Sp 


¥ 24.1 have just been witnessing one of 
those little miracles of Nature which have to. 
be seen to be believed. About two weeks ago. 
I called on my friend Arthur Sowerby to look. 
‘at his weed-garden: he showed me some rocks 
covered with a stonecrop which he had brought 
from. Mokanshan. and as T thought I had 
‘already found this plant both in Weihaiwel and 
in the Hungiao country, we tore off a handfull 
‘of the herbage so that I could take it home for 
Indentifcation and experiment. Arrived home, 
Tstuck the bare rootless stalks in a little mud 
plaged on various stones in my Japanese garden 
‘and forgot_all about them for the time| 
being. Within 24 hours these limp twigs began 
throwing out Uny rootlets and stood straight up| 
like @ little company of soldiers! And now, 
within 14 days of having been placed on rocks, 
‘2 number of these hardy warriors have burst 
‘out into a head of star-like yellow-blossom: 
‘nd all the rest are following suit just as fast 
fas they can. T have looked up various books 
of reference but have been unable, so far, lo 
find out exsetly what variety this grand little 
plant can be. Mr. Garven in his “Wild Flowers: 
of North China” calls it Yellow Stoncerop and 
refers to it in his scientific Index as “Sediim 
Sp", from which I gather that even the local 
‘authorities do not know precisely what to call 

1 The Chinese call it “Ching Tien,” meaning] 
Bright Weather or Heaven, just as you like to! 
take it. ‘The scientific name of Sedum comes, 
of course, from “sedeo—t sit"—which exactly. 
Seseribes the habit of the plant: old English 
writers have called it “Wall-pepper,” “Golden 
Stars” and “Live-forever"....all of which seem. 
pretty apt names: “this 
bilong weeds" and walks away disgusted. I 

insist on calling it a miracle.
